TROUT STREAMS 


CALL TO 500,000 


ANGLERS APR. 15 


All Sections of State 
Offer Sport; Season 
Ends July 31 


Harrisburg,, Pa., April 2—Pennsyl­ 
vania’s trout stream s are singing a 
siren song to the dyed-in-the-wool 
anglers. T he season opens April 15 
and extends until July 31. In th a t 
long interval every trout stream in 
the state will be well-whipped by 
bait and fly casters and some good 
catches may be expected, according 
to inform ation received by the state 
D epartm ent of Commerce. 
In preparation for the opening of 
the season a fleet, of tank trucks 
owned by the Board of Pish Com­ 
missioners is being operated on a 
spring stocking schedule entailing 
the distribution of more than 1,200,- 
000 brook, brown and rainbow trout 
over legal six-inch size. 
Some of 
them run well over a foot, the Pish 
commission announce. 
Heaviest Stocking Program 
This stocking program, th e heavi­ 
est spring distribution on record, ex­ 
tends to virtually all the m ajor trout 
w aters in Pennsylvania. 
Owing to 
unfavorable weather conditions pre­ 
vailing on m any streams last fall, 
trout that would normally have been 
planted during the autum n stock­ 
ing program were held over a t the 
hatcheries and are being distributed 
this spring. 
Heavy snowfalls, particularly in 
northern counties, bring the pros­ 
pect of high water for th e season 
opening in th a t territory. 
On the 
watersheds of many of the trout 
stream s in the northern tier coun­ 
ties and in northeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania, snow to a depth of 20 inches 
lay on the ground for long weeks 
but is gradually being dissipated and 
will be well melted by the opening 
day. 
Kind of Bait 
If stream s are running high on 
the first day, a very probable fa ­ 
vorite bait with the trout fisherm an 
will be small garden worm—fre­ 
quently referred to as the "garden 
hackle.” 
Die-hard fly 
fishermen, 
however, may 
resort as in other 
years to the wet fly, nymph and 
stream er fly fished deep. 
Minnows 
and pine sawyers, found in rotting 
pine logs in the timber country, also 
will probably be given strong play. 
C ertain 
to draw 
thousands of 
anglers on opening day will be the 
fine limestone streams of Centre aud 
Clinton 
counties. 
TheAe 
"ace” 
stream s—Spring creek, Bald Eagle 
creek and Penn s creek in Centre 
county, and Fishing creek in Clin­ 
ton, above Lamar, annually rank as 
the heaviest trout producers in the 
state. 
O ther "big waters" popular 
w ith the trout fishing fraternity in 
the state include the Brokenstraw 
in W arren county, the Lackawaxen 
in W ayne and Pike counties, the 
Yellow 
Breeches 
in 
Cumberland 
county, Big Pine creek in Potter and 
Tioga counties and the Kishaco- 
quillas in Mifflin county. 
Brown 
and rainbow trout predominate in 
all of these streams. 
Trout in Every Section 
But every section of the state— 
from the Poconos on the east to 
Cook Forest in the west, from Potter 
county to the Mason-Dixon Line— 
has its trout fishing. 
Brook trout 
predom inate in streams in the more 
m ountainous areas. 
And the sucker fisherman is al­ 
ready enjoying some exceptionally 
fine sport in waterways of the state. 
Sucker fishing comes into its own 
a t this season of the year, when 
there is still ice water in the stream s 
and the suckers congregate at the 
m ouths of sm aller streams on their 
spawning m igrations to headwaters. 
W here these smaller stream s unite 
with larger ones you will find groups 
of 
m en—and 
women—now, often 
sitting beside a log fire built on the 
bank, enjoying the sport of angling 
for suckers. And the fish themselves, 
are firm of flesh and sweet tasting 
a t this time of the year. 
Hour Change Proposed. 
By unanim ous vote, the Senate 
passed Tuesday a bill which would 
change the hour for opening of trout 
season on April 1& from m idnight 
until 5 a. rn. 
T he sponsor of the bill, Senator 
M ontgomery 
F. 
Crowe, 
Monroe 
county republican, said: "Some peo­ 
ple use nets in the darkness. 
We 
w ant to keep an eye on them." 
T he bill now goes to the House. 
It will become effective only if pass­ 
ed there and then signed by Gov­ 
ernor Jam es.

Rebuilt for Dedication 


Harrisburg, Pa.. Apr. 2 — Rene of 
stagecoach days, the Old Stone Aren 
Bridge over Jack's creek in Mifflin 
county has been restored and will be 
dedicated at a cerem ony sponsored 
by the Mifflin County Historical 
society, Friday, May 16, the state 
D epartm ent of C o m m e r c e an­ 
nounces 
Representatives from county civic, 
historic and patriotic groups and 
chambers of commerce will be pres­ 
ent at the ceremonies. 
In 1815 the bridge was erected in 
response to the public demand for 
better traveling facilities to accom­ 
modate the stage routes which were 
inaugurated more th a n a century 
ago. 
It was in 1808 th a t the "Ex­ 
perim ent,” first stage coach west 
from H arrisburg along the Juniata 
river, passed through the Mifflin 
county region. 
T hree years later 
citizens of th a t county petitioned 
for a new bridge. 
Old Arch Bridge, said to be the 
only one in the sta te constructed 
without the keystone, was a link in 
the early toil road from Harrisburg 
to Lewistown. 
On the sam e day as the bridge 
dedication, a m arker will be unveiled 
on the site of the Pennsylvania 
canal toll house and Lock 16 on 
East Elizabeth street in Lewistown. 
This marks the first step in a move­ 
m ent by groups interested in pre­ 
serving Mifflin county history to 
designate for posterity sites in that 
section which were outstanding in 
the growth of Pennylvania. 
Lewistown was the western ter­ 
minus on the Pennsylvania canal in 
1829. 
Tile first canal boat, the 
“Juniata" 
started 
a t 
Harrisburg 
and docked a t Lock 16 in Lewis­ 
town. Nearby was the toll office in 
a brick house which stood until de­ 
stroyed by flood in 1889. 
According to J. M artin Stroup, 
secretary of the Mifflin County His­ 
torical society, m any persons inter­ 
ested in Pennsylvania history, and 
form er residents of the state and

There is no penalty prescribed in the 
constitution for the neglect. 
Congressional reapportionm ent is 
virtually m andatory because if an 
assembly fails to do it, all the U. S.

m ust be elected at large. Politicians 
in both m ajor parties are against 
that. 
Lawrence indicated there probably 
would be no effort a t all to redistrict 
the house and senate. He expressed 
confidence however th a t the demo 
cratic bill to reapportion congress 
would be enacted. 
This bill combines Montgomery 
and Berks, thus cutting the state’s 
delegation from 34 to 33 members
